COMFORT FOR THE CINCHED. 


The voice of lamentation is rising all 
ever the coast.

The 
bettom has a habit of doing that but 
the recurrence of the disastrous phe- 
nomena fails to serve as a warning. 
This lamentation is not an honest la- 
mentation. It is a selfish scream at a 
hurt that is self-inflicted, What 
would be thought of a man who should 
begin to whine and complain over a 
less at poker or faro? The game of 
stocks differs only from the game of 
cards in the size of stakes. This is 
constantly lost sight of, of course. 
Thousands of persons whe look upon 
the handling of cards as contamination 
have no moral scruples in betting 
heavily on the turn of the market. 
Every man decides for himself whether 
is it right or wrong to gamble and 
whether ke can afford the risk. That 
decision once made and the risk taken 
it is the height of meanness to *‘squeal” 
when the chances go against one. 
Those who are now bawling at the 
sharks of Pine street would be very 
glad to be one of the sharks. It 
makes a termendous difference in 
the moral view one takes of 
gambling when one has been lucky. 
The people of this coast can't be told 
anything new about the heartless man- 
ner in which the monarchs of the mar- 
ket matipulate stocks for their own 
advantage. Knowing this—knowing 
that no mercy will be given when the 
time comes for mercilessness—the 
man who goes into stocks and comes 
out at the small opening of the spec- 
ulative tunnel, deserves no special 
sympathy. Ifhe happens to be our 
friend, we are sorry that he has lost, 
that is the full extent of our condo- 
lence with the fellow who has ' been 
cinched. He know the chances he 
was taking, and by grumbling and 
blubbering he only makes himself pit- 
iable and ridiculous.

CORRECT. 


The movement lately agreed to 
among many of our prominent mer- 
chants to reduce business te a cash 
basis after December lst is eminently 
correct, andinconnection with the pres- 
ent stock panic its virtues can be fully 
shown. The merchant who is forced 
to pay for goods in sixty days, knows 
how hard it is to carry customers for 
one year. He can never hope to make 
his San Francisco creditors see that 
he is solvent unless the money is forth- 
coming. Added to the necessity of 
prompt payment in one direction, and 
the certainty of delay in the other, 
the fact is to be noted that when peo- 
ple can get credit they are prone to 
speculate. The merchant whe has 
been lenient for a term of months can 
hardly see good reason for delay in his 
customer’s assertion that stocks are 
down, and be must put up more mar- 
gins. When drafts are pouring in by 
every mail ,the raising of theneedful to 
protect the flour market is of more im- 
portance to the merchant than any 
defense of the stock quotations. 

We do not suppose that any respon- 
sible man will be denied supplies un- 
der the new rule. But it will be far 
better for all concerned that we get 
back to specie payments as soon as 
possible. The GazerTre, therefore, en- 
dorses the views advanced by Messrs. 
Hagerman and Manning, believing 
them to be in the interest of the en- 
tire community.

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The Robbers of Stewart's Grave. 


New York, Nov. 19th. — William 
Burke, alias Baker, alias Beaty, and 
Hauk Whalen, alias Henry Vreeland, 
arrested some days ago on suspicion of 
being implicated in the desecration of 
A. T. Stewart's tomb, and with steal- 
ing his body, were before Justice Mor- 
gan, of the Jefferson Market police 
court, yesterday, for examination. 
Captain Byrnes, of the fifteenth pre- 
cinct who made the arrest, made a 
long statement, under oath, detailing 
minutely all the circumstances touch- 
ing the arrest of the prisoners and the 
fruitless search he made in their com- 
pany for Stewart's body. Burke had 
made mysteriens remarks pretending 
a knowledge of the deed, and impli- 
cates Whalen. Both, after being ar- 
rested acted suspiciously, telling how 
the ‘‘d—d stiff stank when they had 
removed it in a wagon.’ They had_ 
confessed to witness, and afterwards 
denied their guilt. The prisoners 
were remanded for formal complaint 
to-morrow. 
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Senator Booth on California Politics. 


Cuicaco, Nov. 19.—The Inter-Ocean 
has an interview with Senator Booth, 
now here fora few days. The sen- 
ator stated that he was certain the Re- 
publicans could carry California if the 
election were held to-day. He said 
the Workiagmen’s party is strong 
there yet, and will be the means of 
carrying the state for the Republicans 
by causing the other parties to unite 
against it. All parties believed that 
Chinese immigration should be check- 
ed. The Kearneyites alone demanded 
the ultra step of expelling all who are 
there. He believed Blaine, Grant or 
any one nominated by the Republi- 
cans for President would carry the 
state. He believed the Republicans 
would net carry a single Southern 
state in 1880, but would carry all the 
Northern states, with the possible ex- 
ceptien of Indiana.

The Use of the Army. 
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Wasnincton, Nov. 19.—The secre- 
tary of war’s report was read in the 
cabinet to-day. It asks congress eith- 
er to repeal the posse comitatus clause 
in the last appropriation and allow the 
President to use the army as author- 
ized by the constitution, or clearly 
interpret the clause so that the army 
may be used to suppress disturbances 
when called by the civil authorities. 
The secretary makes no recommenda- 
tion relative to the transfer of the 
Indian management to thearmy. He 
asks that congress legalize his action 
furnishing supplies to yellow fever 
sufferers and a pension for the widow 
of Lieutenant Benner.

{TRUCKEE RAMPANT. 
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Chinatown Destroyed—Argument,Fail- 
ing, the Ax Takes its Place. 


(Truckee Republican of to-day.) 
It cdme like the gentle blast of the 
|Washoe zephyr. The pent-up indig- 
‘nation of outraged Truckee swept like 
'an incipient hurricane over the rebuilt 
Chinatown, and the rebuilt Chinatown 
}was not, It occurred Saturday after- 
noon. The safety committee had 
done all that could be asked toward 
effecting a peaceable solution of the 
difficulty. They offered liberal pay 
for any rights the Celestials might 
have; they agreed to leave the ques- 
tion of value to arbitrators selected by 
the Chinese themselves, They coax. 
ed, and argued, and warned and 
threatened, and all the while China- 
town was being rebuilt. Saturday 
the citizens ef Truckee thought that

had arrived. Every house built in op- 
position to the warning of the com- 
mittee was taken down and the lum- 
ber was carefully piled in the streets. 
As little damage as possible was done 
to the nfiterial. After the houses had 
vanished, the citizens made a tour of 
the town and notified each of the 
washhouse tenants to remove from 
town in one-week. White men who 
rent houses to Chinese were given 
one week in which to remove the 
Chinamen to quarters where . their 
carelessness will not endanger the 
property-holders of Truckee. Should 
white men disregard this, they need 
not be surprised if Sunday morning 
finds their houses even as the houses 
of the heathens. Truckee isa tender 
mother to her wayward children, and 
should any of the notified children 
oppose her wishes, they may depend 
upon gentle usage. The citizens num- 
bered between four and five hundred. 
The boasted Henry rifles of the Chi- 
nese did not appear. It would have 
been a poor place for Chinese rifles. 
Semething like a million or two of 
property was represented by the citi- 
zens present Men unused to carpen- 
ter work handled axes, hammers and 
crowbars like experts. The graceful 
Caving in of a roof, or

of the side of the house, was the oc- 
casion of vigorous cheers jfrom the 
sympathetic populace. Aside from 
the cheering and the somewhat dis- 
orderly crash of falling buildings, every- 
thing was done quietly, and with- 
out any riotous words. Few of the 
Chinamen came near the workers, and 
the few who came were unusually po- 
lite. Wah Lee found his house in the 
act of violently tumbling over, and 
struck a bargain with the citizens on 
the very scene of action. For two 
hundred and fifty dollars he agreed to 
remove his heuse, and let the safty- 
committee have his lot. Nowhere did 
the citizens meet with any violence or 
opposition from the Chinese. There 
bas not been any effort to rebuild, and 
many Chinese are getting ready to 
leave. By Saturday none will be left 
in Truckee unless it be Fong Lee, who 
alone owns property. . If. others re- 
main on Saturday, the citizens will 
probably visit them.
